Baltimore, Md., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Capt. 
Isaac Emerson, the millionaire chemist and 
yachtsman, according to a statement of Mrs. 
Emerson today, will sell his magnificent resi- 
‘dence and Italian gardens, costing hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. He plans to remove 
to New York permanently, as a result ofa 
jury giving a verdict for $4,000 damages in 
favor of Police Captain Ward in hié sult 
against Mrs. Emerson for slander, 

The police arrested Mrs. Emerson’s chauf- 
feur for running her automobile too fast. 
She charged the policeman with bad lan- 
guage. 
she came to the station and called them 
“puppies, liars, and thieves.” 

The trial was of great. interest, owing to 
the wealth and social prominence of the Em- 
ersons. Hundreds of persons, among .them 
many women, fought to gain admission to the 
courtroom, their hats being torn off, satchels | 
lost, faces scratched, and gowns torn In the 
wild scrambles. 


Capt. Ward and other police alleged 


Great Difference in Evidence. 


Nearly a thousand persons--jammed the 
courtroom every day. Mrs. Emerson herself 
spent nearly four hours on the witness stand. 
Twice she broke down and cried. She denied 
absolutely every contention and astertion of 
the police, and her daughter, Mrs. Mitchell 
Homer of Atlanta, aided her. |

now is in the possession and custody of Well- 
man & Gooch, 15 Wall street, in trust for the 

benefit of defendant, who is to receive the full 


amount when due. 


“ And plaintiff alleges that defendant com-

New Yorker. Badly Hurt and. 


Chauffeur Killed in 


COLLISION ON THE BEACH. | 


Plunges Into the Ocean. 


Daytona, Fla., Jan. 21.—[Special.]—Prahk 
H. Croker of New York, son of Richard 
Croker, was seriously injured, his chauffeur, 
Alexander Raoul, was killed instantly, and 
Newton Stanley of Newtown, Mass., driver 
of a motor cycle chair, was ihjured in a 
collision between Croker’s auto and the mo- 
tor cycle on the beach here today. 

Croker is at the Hotel Ormond, in éharge of 
five physicians, who say his chances of re- 
covery are good, although his injurtes in- 
clude a compound fracture of the leg, two 
broken arms, three broken ribs, and @ man- 
gied ear. \ 

Chauffeur Killed Instantly. 

Chauffeur Raoul was thrown forty feet in 
the air and landed on his head, dying instant- 
ly. Stanley was picked up several yards 
from the scene of the collision. Both of hig 
legs were broken. 

Following the collision Croker’s auto. 
turned a somersaujt and rolied over down the 
sand into the ocean. When it stopped it was 
half submerged in the water. If Croker had 
not been pulled out from under the car he 
probably would have been drowned. 
Croker Driving Auto. 

The collision occurred about two miles this 
side of Ormond. Croker was speeding north- 
ward, driving himself, when he saw far 
ahead Stanley propelling the motor chair. 
Croker tried to turn out, but the cyclist 
finally shot sideways to the right and | 
directly in front, and made an effort to turn, 
but at that minute the damp sand gripped his 

wrenching one of the tires, and the

the water.

Provides for Dividing Rate.. 
_ Under section 2 it is provided that when 
the rate fixed is a joint one and the carriers 
are unable to agree among themselves as 
to their proportion the interstate commerce 
‘commission may divfde the rate among them. 
The third section provides for Fegalizing the 
records of the commission, while the fourth 
‘@irects the attorney general to undertake 
the “defense ’’ of all rates on the appeal to 


‘Lan upper court, and incidentally permits him 


to employ a special assistant attorney gen- 
eral when requested to do so by the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

In the fifth section it ts further 
that the commission may at any time reopen 


} any proceedings before it and modify rates, 


the appeal being taken in these cases as In 
all the others. 
. Section 6 erodes for a penalty of $5,000 


to obey any reasonable order of the com- 
mission. Upon such a refusal the commis- 
sion is forced to apply to the court of com- 
merce ‘to efiforce Its decision by means of an 
injunction or otherwise, in the identioal man- 
ner now provided fér under the interstate 
commerce law. 
Section 7 provides for an appeal from the 
Circuit court, which is the court of com- 
merce, to the Supreme court of the United 
States. It expressly is stated in the Hep- 
burn bill that the appeal must be perfected 
within thirty days‘and that it shall not act

No Limit for Deciding Case. 
There is no Mmit in.this or the preceding 
-section as tothe time to be taken for deciding

We do not. however, guarantee and 
European nations do not guarantee these 
principles. We have done nothing and they 
_have said nothing which would suggest any 
intention .to use force to compel their ob- 
servance. .We have sought to establish 
all neutral powers continue to hold the 
same views.

Under this contract the United States gov- 
ernment I take charge of the adjustment 
of the puwlic debt of Santo Domingo, which 
is estimated at $82,000,000, and as security 
will collect all customs duties of this republic 
until the debt is paid. . The complete integri- 
ty of Dominican ‘territory is 

It freely’ is. predicted: here that serious 
trouble’ in ‘the island will result from this 
agreement,-and that-it will not be long in 
coming. 
In case.of the appointment of one.or more 
commissions to reach an adjustment of 
Claims; the Dominican government shall be 
represented in order to protect ite responsi- 
bility. The American government will take 
charge of-the existing custom houses and 
will’ name the émployés neSessary to their 
management, the duties they will exercise, 
and their rights, These will be considered 
Dominicans: and subject to the laws of the 


republic. | 
Will Divide Revenues. 

Out of the revenues collected at the custom 
house of the republic the American govern- 
ment will deliver to the dominican 45 per cent 
of the total of the gross amount for the pur- 
pose of attending to the necessities of the 
budget. It is estimated that the first year 


, $900,000 will be receivable monthly. 


The advance payments are divdéd into four 
installments tn the following manner: $18,750 
on the ist. sth, 15th, and 22d of each month. 
In case the total revenues of the first or sub- 
sequent year are less than $2,000,000 the pay- 
ments may be proportionately decreased. 

No changes in the present import dues or 
port charges will be made without the con- 
sent of the American government until the 
debt is completely paid. Excepting export 


| dues, the government has the right to abol- 


ish or reduce dues immediately. 

The Ameritan government at the request 
of the Dominican government shall grant 
such other assistance in its power to restore 
the credit, preserve order, increase tHe 
efficiency of the civil adminstration, and ad- 
vance the material progress and welfare of 
the republic.

TOO MANY CHILDREN IN CHICAGO. 
The number of children in Chicago is so 
great that the task of educating them ap- 
palis the school board. Duties are outstrip- 
ping resources, 

In 1899 the average number of children to 
a teacher was forty-one. In 1904 it was 
forty-seven. Forty-one was too many. No 
teacher can give forty-one children adequate 
individual instruction. Now, with forty- 
seven children in a room it is not only in- 
struction that suffers but ventilation, 
cleanliness, and protection from fire. 

Next year, instead of forty-seven the re- 
port will show forty-eight. But the limit has 
just about been reached. Eleven thousand 
children today are obliged to put up with 
half day sessions. They go to.school either 


no further acco modations for them. 

could be made. New 
buildings'could be constructed. The build- 
ing fund of the board of education under the 
law is-exceedingly large. But the fund for 
“educational purposes” is absolutely dis- 
tinct from the building fund. The mainte- 
nance of the buildings, the salaries of engi- 
neers and of teachers, repairs, assessments, 
egal, and all other contingent expenses apart 
from the specific act of constructing build- 
ings must be met from the fund for * educa- 
tional purposes.” 

This fund is rigidly restricted in size by 
the operation of tax laws which, in their 
general intent and effect, are wise.

Meanwhile the salaries of teachers, in Chi- 
cago as everywhere else, are so low as to 
attract the attention of the newspapers and 
magazines and to become a subject of 
thought for the whole American people. The 
men and women who educate the future citi- 
' gens of America ate paid on a scale appro- 
priate to the most inferior kind of labor. 

It-may be that the board of education is 
extravagant. Yet while the charge of ex- 
| travagance has been successively proved 
against the drainage board, the west park 
beard, and many of the municipal depart- 
ments, no one has been able to involve the 
board of education in any exposé of a serious 
kind. 

The main trouble certainly does not lie in 
criminal extravaganc¢e, either for salaries or 
for supplies. If it did the board of educa- 
tion would long ago have been flooded with 
the publicity which has illuminated other 
public bodies. The main trouble is this: 
Chicago has erected an educational fabric, 
including high schools and kindergartens, 
which is coercively demanded by public opin- 
ion, and in which the number of pupils who 
appear for instructio# is so increasingly 
latge as to transcend the revenue available 
for them.

THE “COPPER CURE” FOR IMPURE WATER 
Some time ago called at- 
tention to the remarkable discovery of the 
agricultural department that water supplies 
may be purified effectively and with small 
cost by the use of copper sulphate. Addi- 
tional light has been thrown upon the prac- 
tical value of this remedy at the recent 
meeting of the Washington Academy of 
Sciences, Scientists in different cities have 
tested the “copper remedy ” fn the puri- 
fication of municipal water supplies, and 
the results are unanimously encouraging. 
There seems to be no doubt that the use 
of copper is an unfailing specific for de- 
stroying the alg or plant growths which 
cause the green scum ‘and offensive taste 
and odor so common in artificially stored 
water. No less than fifty public reservoirs 
in as many different cities have been purified 
of alge by a treatment of copper sulphate, 
blue. vitriol as it is commonly called. The 
eity of Butte, Mont., has a 600,000,000 gal- 
Jon, reservoir on which more than a million, 
dollars has been spent in a vain effort to 


cleanse its. waters of theiralge. By. using. 


$41 worth of copper sulphate the reservoir 
was completely rid of this pest... . 

Since the announcement of the discovery 
of the “copper cure” its value as an anti- 
dote for typhoid and cholera germs has been 
more fully confirmed by the experiments and 
observations of many physicians. The Phil- 
adelphia board of health has demonstrated 
that the use of copper plates immersed in 
water will destroy practically all disease 
germs. Water from the Schuylkill river that. 
was badly infected with.typhoid and cholera 
bacilli was purified in forty-five minutes by 
the use of copper disks. When a current of 
electricity was passed through the copper 
plates the destruction of the germs was 
accomplished in a.still shorter time. 

That there is something about copper per 
se which is singularly healthful has been 
repeatedly demonstrated. The men who 
work in the metal are immune from the 
typhoid and cholera germs which attack all 


other craftsmen. The Frenchman Burg has 


left the recorded observation that ‘in the 
epidemics which rayaged France in 1832, 
1849, and 1851, the men employed in copper 
foundries were uniformly immune, although 
men in other trades who lived in the same 
tenement houses died by thousands. 
Whether under the actual conditions of a 
typhoid er cholera epidemic the use of copper 
sulphate will accomplish all that it prom- 
ises in the experimental stage remains to be 
seen, but much confidence can ‘be placed in 
the claims that it will prove effective in pro- 
tecting mankind against all the diseases 
which are caused by infected water. 


MISSIONARIES WANTED. 

‘The other day Miss Jane Addams men- 
tioned and tried to explain the unpleasant 
fact that there is more crime amorig the 
children of immigrants than among the 
immigrants themselves. The offspring of 
sober, industrious, law abiding people too 
often take to vicious courses and travel 
straight to the jail and the penitentiary. 
That has been noticed and commented on 
for the last fifty years. 

Miss Addams thinks the waywardness of 
the children is due to the fact that they look 
down upon their parents.’ They see their 
fathers and mothers laughed at and treated 
contemptuously by others. Having no re- 
spect for their parents they will not obey or 
be advised by them and often go astray. 
Therefore Miss Addams wishes some Chi- 
cagoans to makeit their business to teach the 
children of. foreigners to “ honor thy father 
and thy mother,” and not to be ashamed of 
their parents because they stick to old ways 
and fashions which are not those of Ameri- 
cans 

Doubtless there is no little truth in Miss 
Addams’ explanation. Many children of 
foreigners, while they love their parents, 
yet have a measure of good natnred con- 
tempt for them because less well informed 
than they about many things. The children 
have a better acquaintance with English, 
They often have more education.

‘BY THE REV. WEHLLIAM 0. WATERS.

We are being afflicted today “with @ partial, 
one sided view of Chrietianity which has 2 
tendemcy:to.exhibit it te the world as weak 
and sentimental. It is due, we believe, large- 
ly to the superficial, luxury loving, fleating 
with the tide epirit of the times—which dead- 
ens the intellect, lulis into deathlike slumber 
the conscience, and bénumbs the moral facul- 
ties; which does not like to be disturbed from 
this deathiike lethargy by anything like seri- 
ous heart searchings, serious effort, or hand- 
writings on the wall. Steeped in self-satis- 
faction. and self-righteousness, it feels out- 
raged when called upon to contemplate the 
great realities—death and judgment—heaven 
and hell. It becomes peevish and querulous 
when called upon to believe anything which 
tends to make it uncemfortablie. 

This easy going, self-deceiving spirit of the 


times enters our churches and today holds | 


great numbers tn its sway. It has produced 
@ superficial, sentimental type of so-called 
Christianity which makes people “ goody “ 
rather than good And the world is saying 
that Christianity is weakness, not strength, 
that it is a religion for women and children, 
not for strong men. 

This weak and sentimental Christianity of 
which we speak seeks to justify iteelf by and 
hide itself behind the great doctrine of the 
love of God. It ie a result of our tendency to 
one sidedness in our views of the truths of

No wonder that tn the minds of many today 
Christianity appears to be weakness. .What- 
ever we may say of the religion of our Puri-. 
tan forefathers, we cannot say that it pro- 
-duced weak characters or gave any impres- 
sion that Christianity was weakness. If it 
did produce cold, harsh, unbending natures, 
it also produced an all powerful conscience 
and invincible devotion to principle and duty. 
Temper these natures with the warm and 
softening influences of the great love of 
God and you have a character which for 
strength stands like the rock of agee—a char- 
acter which portrays Christianity in its true 
light—a religion not of weakness but of 
strength. 

The doctrine of the “ love of God ™ does not 
by any means interfere with the doetrineof 
sin and the wrath of God. In fact, the one 
emphasizes, and deepens, and strengthens 
the other—just as the great, black, ominous 
thunder cloud emphasizes by its strong con- 
trast the brightness, and warmth, and beau- 
ty of the sun—eo the great, black, angry 
clouds of sin and wickedness, ever looming 
up above the horizon of humanity and threat- 
ening to destroy our happiness here and 
hereafter, by contrast emphasize and deep- 
en our conception of the great love and 
mercy of God. For in the face of all our 
wickedness and wrongdoing he stands ready 
to forgive and pardon, and he whois forgiven 
most loves most, realizes most the strength 
and power of God’s great love. 

The two great doctrines of sin and punish- 
ment and love and mer¢y go hand in hand. 


| There can be no true and proper under- 


standing of one without the other. As the 
throne of Godin heaven stands for the reality 
and power of goodness and its sure reward, 
so also the cross of Calvary, stands for the. 
reality of sin and wickedness here and its 
sure reward. 

The one by its powerful contrast reveals 
and emphasizes the other. And the leaving 
of that heavenly home of purity, and har- 
mony, and peace by the only begotten son— 
and his coming down to this world of sorrow, 
‘and suffering, and evil doing—and because he 
uncovered evil, and fought it, and gave it no 
quarter, and lived righteous was nailed to a 
cross of shame—his willingness, his readiness 
to be so crucified if only he could thus help 
man to see the power and awful deadliness 
of sin, and by himself thus suffering save 
his fellow men—where else in all the universe 
can be found so clear a revelation of the 
matchless strength and greatness of the love 
of God—and where can be found such an ex- 


hibition the power of that love as upon 
that ecitsage cross of as we see it 
working in\the life of God's devoted son. 


All the powers of hell raging, doing their 
worst; the son of God calm, devoted, con- 
stant, with never a thought of violating that 
love. Better the cruel hails, the crown of 
thorns, the cross of shame than betrayal of 
his father’s trust. And where can be found 
a stronger life—such bravery, such courage, 
such masterful self-denial, self-control? 
Study it, meditate upon it ag it hangs there 
upon the cross—for there is the place to study 
it—standing out In violent contrast to the 
cowardicé, the pitifud littleness and 
of our common human nature. 

Is the love of God a sickly and sicitebdoueed 
infatuation? Is Christianity weakness? No! 
No! No!- Christianity is nothing if not 
strong. The love of God is the greatest, 
strongest force in the wniverse, and works 
in the lives of men to make them strong. 

But to know that love—to appreciate its 
strength and beauty, we must not be one 
sided—we must have the contrast, we must 
look on all sides, we must study it as we see 
it in alLits workings on the crossof Calvary— 
in the midet of its environment of evil—and 

learn there the reality of God’s wrath as well 
as the ty of God’s love. Learn there why 
his righteous wrath kindles—why he hates 
sin; and learn that he hates sin because he 
loves the sinner—that he hates sin and evil 
and wickedness because it cructifies his chil- 
dren, The cross ig the key to a true under- 
standing and conception of Christianity. 
Study it, cling to it, and you will find it re- 
volting to your reason to believe in a God 
of Pove who is not a God of wrath—t he is 
a God of wrath because he is a God of love; 
that he could not love his children unless he 
hated the evil which works with such persist- 
on and malice to destroy them soul and

'' theater in October, 1808, and this was the first 
time since he became pg heen that the 
actor had appeared Shylock. He had 
played the part before and in England, but 
this occurred some fifteen or twenty years 
earlier. After traveling when still a lad 
with his mother through -Germany, Switzer- 
land, and France, where he was privately 
tutored, young Mansfield returned to Eng« 
land and entered the Derby school. Here 
amateur theatricals were undertaken. 
Richard was evidently the moving spirit in 
the project, and then as now he assumed the 

role. The play attempted was The 
Merchant of Venice '’—youth is never want- 
ing in ambitiousness—and the Shylock was 
Mansfield. It is declared that there was pres- 
ent at this performance the bishop of Litch- 
field. and that after the final curtain the 
young star was called before the great man, 

‘and was told: “My boy, heaven forbid I 
should stand r for a career for you on 
the stage, but, if I mistake not, should you 
become an actor you will be a great one.’

Dr, Thompson of Philadelphia Lays 


COOKS FAILURES. 


Dyspepsia to Poorly Prepared 
Food—Urges Reforms. 


HAT women.are a failure as cooks, and 
that men alone are qualified by nature 


to engage successfully inthe culinary 


come of the controversy with undisguised in- 
terest. 

It may be said in passing, the Thompson 
kitchen is presided éver by a woman, and, in 
despite of the radicél views expressed by 
the head of that household, no reforms have 
thus for been instituted: by Dr. Thompson. 
She has received no notice to quit her job and 
her cooking ie viewed with a high measure of 
appreciation by the. doctor and his family. 


Imys Dyspepsia to Poor Cooks. - 

In a supplemental address upon the subject 
of cooking, or rather attempts at cooking, by 
women, Dr. Thompson said that dyspepsia 
is directly a result of the operations of in- 
| competent women cooks. The primary way 
to get rid of dyspepsia was to dispense with 
women cooks. -Ifthat is found to be difficult, 
then codperative cooking must be resorted to 
in ow to give dyspeptic sufferers needed 

“ Women have-no natural gift for cook- 
ing,”* said Dr. Thompson. “ They have been 
forced by the men to engage in the culinary 
pursuit just as if it were as simple as wash- 
ing a handkerchief or blanket. They cook 
what we like instead of what is good for us, 
and their lack of knowledge of our require- 
ments makes them directly responsible for 
the sufferings thousands endure because of 
dyspepsia and other ills traceable to bad 
cooking.”’ 

The plan proposed by Dr. Thompsonas a 

ppeaees from existing fils is to have edibles 
cooked at central points by competent cull- 
nary artists and to supply families from 
‘these kitchens. In this manner, he says, 
much waste may be avoided and economy 
practiced with profit. 

**In the house of the future cooking, wash- 
ing, and heating are the three problems 
which must be done away with. When this 
ecmes to pass the home will be emancipated. 
A hundred years ago the women made all the 
clothing of the men in the family. Such a 
thing is unheard of today, and the emanci- 
pation of women in this respect has been of 
tremencbus advantage’ to womankind In 
other respects must the homes of our land be 
gradually emanvipated. Jt is bound to 


come. 
No Women in Big Hotels. 

Dr. Thompson asks the question if a woman 
ever cooked at the White house. He adds 
that none of the big hotels would give place 
to a woman as chef, That: was essentially 
within the field properly filled by men, and 
the fact would be recognized more and mora 
as the years pass. 

“The fact is,"" concludes Dr. Thompson, 
“ women can’t. cook and the sooner we, as a 
nation, agree to that proposition the better 
we will be off. The day is not far distant 
when women cooks will be only a disagree- 


able memory. May it come soon.”

dition, naturally he must accept the propo 
sition of many sales and small profits. 

- With this proprietor established in the or- 
dinary lines of commercialism, he finds many 
details of his business lending to theinnova- 
tion. If tn the ordinary working day he has 
been attending 500 customers, it is’ probable 
that his establishment can receive three 
times the number without increasing the 
rents and the bills for lights, heat, and janitor 
service; probably the increase of clerk hire 
will be stall in proportion; the proprietor’s 
own time and attentions will not be appre« 
clably more involved. So that with half the 
profits on each of the 1,500 sales that for- 
meriy he had received on each of the 500 
sdies, he would find hfs business far ahead - 
at the end of the year. 

The trust meéthod has lent the strongest 
recommendation to the quick, large sales and 
the small profits. A systematized reduction 
of expenses in the conduct of business, the 
advantage that comes frqm the possession 
of the bes» Hteral and figurative machinery 
of manufacture and distribution, and, finally, 
the certainty of a certain market have been 
factors in cheapening:a commodity and wid- 
ening the demand for it often to the extent 
of enormous dividends upon in- 
4

But while competition has been the great 


emphasizing inffluence toward the small 


profits philosophy, there is ufleld which it 
cannot invade to any great extent, perhaps. 
That is the field of the specialist, who in 
his business may put his personality so 
strongly to the front of it that this personal 
influence in one way or another is the thing 
which his customer pays for. Yet in this 
field of few sales and high profits a good 
deal of money is misspent in the search of 
special yalues. This is the experience of a 
Chicago man in the search of a competent 
shoemaker: 

The firm was recommended to him by a 
friend: Not only is he a good dresser, but 
his weight is such as to make an easy, good 
fitting. shoe an essential to his comfort, as it 
is an aid to his business appearance and tem- 
per. But the first pair of shoes were only 
télerable, and because of the high price. 
they were a disappointment to the customer. 
He staid with the house, however, and shoes 
were ordered not only for himself but ne 
wife. 

Suddenly and unexpectedly one day a pair 
of shoes turned out for himself were all that 
he could have dreamed of having. both a3 
to appearance and comfort. Not long after- 
ward a pair of shoes made for his wife were 
perfection. When he gota second pair that 
almost rivaled the first he was tempted to 
speak to the proprietor of the shop. 

-“*T guess it has cost me $150 to get thrée 
pairs of shoes that are satisfactory in every 
way,” he said, smiling. 

Well," -was the returh, you aidn’ t ex- 
pect to get ‘em for nothing, did you?” . 

‘The whole point was that Walkem’s cele- 
brated shoes as they exist owe their celebri- 
ty to One or two workmen in the establish- 
ment, who are the most skilled of workmen. 
Shoes turned out by these men have mad? 
the reputation of the establishment. Natur- 
ally the output of these men is limited, and 


as naturally their work goes to satisfy the _ 


established customer, who will not tolerate 
anything not up to this standard. It is the 
best investment of the house to keep. the 
experts busy upon shoes designed. for the 
old patron, who after all fs the best personal 
advertiser of the business. The man who 
bought ten pairs of shees at $15 each in 
order to come into this category is all right 
now, but if he had failed to hang on to that 

et would have his money.

“Want Pay for Reputation. 
Always, perhaps, some one hotse in a 
special line will have measured a /success in 


business causing it to stand for the best in_ 


the field. Such a house may charge for this 
reputation and in doing so it gradually makes 
an. assortment of its particular conservative 
class of buyers until out of this conservatism. 
and freedom from anything of the bargain 
atmosphere it finds the foundation of a con- 
tinued success. Merely that it sells the best 
for all that the goods may bear in price keeps 
away from it the shopper and bargainer 
and leaves room for the exclusive buyer type 
to which a high price may be even a stimulus 
to buy. 

And yet many establishments in many com- 
mercial fields in the last ten years have found 
a financial grave in holding fast to this fixed 
high priced exclusiveness. In the evolution 
of business the signs are pointing to a dimin- 
ished number of business houses conducting 
vaster saies at smalier profits than ever be- 
fore. The man wh6d goes against this drift 
of materialism without having figured care- 
fully the rocks that are ahead, is courting 
“wreck and danger.

Training Dogs to Gatch Rats. 
By Richard Ems.

lished a “ ratodrome,” where canines of 
all kinds are instructed in the gentle art of, 
killing rodents. 

In the large cities of this 
question is not sufficiently menacing ta 
be termed of national importance. In 
New York and Chicago men working silently 
and skillfully at night with tongs and lan- 
terns manage to keep the visible rat supply 
down to satisfactory limits. But in American 
cities there not the overwhelming number 
of these peats that prevail! in many of the 
European metropolises nor do the “ old quar- 
ters’ of our cities furnish living and breed- 
ing places for untold myriads of them. 

To Paris the term “ rat infested” applies 
perfectly, it being estimated that 4,000,000 of 
them find their homes in the city. In many 
quarters of this city these rodents are so 
numerous and ferocious as to actually con- 
stitute a menace to the residents of the poorer 
houses, Even occasionally there come te no- 
tice stories of aged and infirm persons ar 
helpless infants who havé been Killed and 
partly devoured by hordes of the starving 
gray terrors. One case, horrible in the de- - 


tails, is that of an old rag picker, who, while 


lying all but helpless from drink, was eaten 


alive by the rats of his home. In some houses 


the rats are so numerous that to puta cat*or 
even the ordinary, untrained dog, in the in- 
fested portions would only be subjecting 
them to a horrible form of death. It will be 
sven that in Paris there is actual need of the 
ratodrome and the man who trains “ rat: 


ters,.” 
AN Doge Good Materiel. 


The “ratodrome " isa successful even 
fiourishing institution. From all quarters 
of the city flock people with dogs to be 
trained for rat killing service, and the trainer 
in chief, “ professeur enitrainer, his band 
master uniform, has dogs of all kinds and 
natures to handle at a good profit; Small 
dogs, large dogs, well bred dogs, dogs of 
uncertain breed and antecedents, poodles,’ 
fox terriers, pugs, pointers, greyhounds, and 
bulldogs; they all corhe to the arena of the 
trainer, and within the space of from-one'td 

weeks they are returned to their own- 
ers guaranteed 'to have the knowledge neces- 
sary to catch rats ingtilled in their minds 
or rejected as. hopeless cases. 

There is no careless, hit or miss method. 
to the professor's style of training rat catch- 
ers. “One by one he takes his pupils into his 
inélosed arena and proceeds to first instill. 
in their minds an idea of what should be 
their chief aim ‘in life, that of chasing and 
killing rats. The first lesson is to make 
the novice understand that he is to make war. 
upon. every rat that comes under his sight. 
This is done by turning him loose in th> 
arena with a good sized, healthy, angry 
rodent as his only companion... Strange as 
it may seem many dogs absolutely refuse to 
make War upon their selected adversary, but 


‘their prey.

Sometimes Dog Runs. 

When a dog evinces an inclination to. be 
sociable with rats he is placed alone in a 
barrel full of half starved pests, Thenitisa 
case of fight and kill or get severely bitten, 
and the dog invariably fights. Once this 
lesson is learned the finer points of instruc- 
tion begin. Next he is taught to ascertain 
the hiding places of rats hidden in barrels, 
boxes, under. fléwer pots, and in straw. A 
rat is hidden in one of eight flower pots placed 
inverted in the arena. His lesson is to find 
the pot which secretes a rat, After a few 
days of training at this “ game " the intelli- 
gent dog able to. go straight to the right 
pot without a moment's hesitation. 


But it is not only that doggie must find _ 


Mr. Rat’s hiding place, but before he is ad- 
judged competent in this part of his course 


he must catch and kill him ae he tries to es- . 


‘eape when the pot is dverturned. Good rat- 
ters nose the covering over and have thé rat 
in eR gon jaws before it has gone a foot., Oth- 

“ tumble " woefully. Overrunning\ is a 
eridihont fault of untrained dogs, especially 
young ones, Others have a penchant for 
fastening their teeth on the trailing tails of 


a hole in his lips when Mr. Dog, if the shame 

of howls and fright has not been properly in- 

pre in his soul, will drop his hold and flee 
most ingloriously.

or get killed. As @ consequence, the minute 
his dark accustomed. eyes gee the dog, blun- 
dering about helplessly in the gloom, he acts 
as all good fighters do, he promptly attacks. 
With every advantage ‘on his side, it is not 
infrequent that he has the dog howling and 
begging mercy at the onslaught. 


Must Fight for Life. 


_ There is, no help to como to the canine's 


assistance, however, and he soon discovers 
that it is he, and he &lone, ‘who must settle 
the question as to whether or not he is to 
come out of the hole alive. Once this resolve 
is made in «his mind. it is a most unfor- 
tunate day for Mr. Rat. After a dog of the 
tight kind’ has beén sent into a hole and 
made his kill three or four times he is fairly 
impatient for new victims, and champs at 
the leash that prevents him from running 
into the darkest pit to be found tp kill rats. 
When he has attained to this stage, when he 
can find rats ‘anywhere, can tackle them 
ecientifically, and will (fight them jn any 
size and number, then he is a matter of pride 
to the professor, and is sent back to the 
owner, a prize ano a jewel. 

The charge madc for the complete course is 


about $2.50. As the professor frequently has © 


kundreds of pupils on hand. at one time, his 
profits are not inconsequential. There is a 
hospital department to the “ ratodrome,”’ 
where doggies that have been chewed by 
cruel rats are patched up and their wounds 
treated antiseptically. So carefully are the 
injured animals handled that in more than a 
thousand pupils the professor has not lost 
cne through bigod poisoning from rat bites. 


_Otten a dog is severely lacerated, but after

The popular idea of the lifé of ease and 
luxury which ts the part of the young king- 
lets of the old world is apparently far from 
being right. The stories which occasionally 
break Into print concerning the gay lives 
and extravagatives of the royal young: men 
have created the! inipression that the youth 
of the prospective King ie one set aside for 
joy and. revel, prompted by the fact that 
when he attains to a kingly age¢ his life will 
be one of royal sedateness and decorum. 
Nothing could be further from the truth. 
The personage who stands next in order of 
succession to the royal throne must in all 
cases undergo a course of rigid preparation. 
The assuming of a crown and ite conse- 
quent responsibilities and power is no light 
matter, and the person who is to do this can-

Ohe Would naturally imagine that under 
a despotism such as the Russian, a despotism 
which holds out unique advantages for in- 
dividual energy, provided the -necessary 
formulas are accepted, such a form of self- 
development would be almost tnevitable. 
Count. Lyof Tolstoi’s life is an utter contra- 


diction to this thesis. He was born with that 


rare gift,,the power to see men and things 
in perspective and at first hand for one’s self. 
As a child he seems to have been singularly 
clear eyed with that hard, pagan vision that 
his enemy, Merezhkoysky, attributes to him 
as the essence of his character. He could 
see his father just as he was, and: could 
record the changes of inflection in his voice 
as he argued with the old steward over the 
acubus. He noticed every little mincing af- 
fectation about his sister’s French governess. 
Years afterward he was able to reproduce 
by a few touches the picture of the old serv- 


ant, in whom his tutor used so anxiously te - 


confide. 1.do not think that there is in any 
other writer of narrative quite the same grip 
of the actual that Tolstoi gives us. You 
will find it: in.the recollections of the nursery; 
it will crop up again in the defense of Se- 
vastopol. You will meet with it in the fetid 


atmosphere of a mujik’s hovel, and you will. 


find ft the of palates. 


Let» me také one little of this 
meciless gift, this pagan hardness, which 
allows no film to arise between the eye and 
the ebject. You remember that incompara- 
ble little sketch of Alphonse Daudet, “ The 
Last Lesson,"’ in which the French school- 
master writes upon thé blackboard for the 
last time in the loved language of his coun- 
try ‘‘ Vive la France!’ It seems to me that 
in this little story there is préserved, like 
some forgotten fragrance, all the tender- 
ness and charm of early associations that 
have been completely severed. Now, in the 
recollections of his childhood, with no at- 
tempt at pathos, without the magnetism of 
appeal which lies in a national disaster, Tol- 
stoi produces an illusion similar to that of 
the great French novelist. It is the illusion 
of life.” The children are to be taken to Mos- 
cow, and their tutor, old Karl Ivanovich, 
has to go away. That is absolitely all. Can 
any situation be more trite and common- 
place? There had been no extraordinary 
devotion to their tnetructor on the part of 
the children. He is not at all a Tom Pinch, 
cast off after years of devoted service. There 
is no appeal whatever to sentimentality, and 
yet forever you will remember him as he sits 
there, the poor faded old man, saying, with 
a futile sweep of his arm, that the hdy of 
the House ie devoted to him, but that she 
has no power, no power.

RRIVING in the world thirty-three 
years’ ago in Llineis, I spent the first 
seventeen years of my life on my 
father’s farm: From my 17th to my

portrait artist. From 29 to 331 was and am 


now a photo-engraver, newspaper artist, and 


cartoonist. 

While I am of a modest nature, I am proud 
to say that I was never discharged from any 
position for any cause. I did not always 
work as helper, but on many oceasions I had 
complete charge of the variqus labors in 
which I was engaged and had» many work- 
ing under me as helpers. I suffered many 
hardships and had numerous obstavles. to 
overcome. I paid my own way wherever 
I went and started with nothing.

My 
reputation as a workman was of the best, 
and I latked no positions where honest serv- 
ice ahd capability were fequisites. I em- 
ployed my spare time in drawing cartoonsa 
zinc, etched them with. nitric acid, and 
routed them with my pocket knife. Many ot 
these were published In the weekly Arting- 
ton Journal and excited some favorablecom- 
ments among the public. This was my first 
newspaper work, and it fired my 


high piteh.

At the age of 20 years I ceased working at 


blacksmithing and entered an engraving 
house in Dallas, Tex. 4 ‘worked the first 
mconth without remuneration in order that I 
might secure this opening for the develop- 

ment of what of art there was in me. I rp 
ceived valuable instruction from the head 
artist of the establishment, and my spare 
moments were given up to the labors that en- 
grossed my sole attention, I subsequeritiy 
went to St. Louis, where I became successive- 
ly attached to several engraving Orme of 
prominence, At the present time lam on the 
Duluth Herald, doing all the engraving and 
drawing for that paper with but ond aasist- 
ant, a boy.

For practically 

very disease which may aMfict man a corre- 

pi rab antitoxin for its treatment has 
been devised. 

In reading the word “ revolution.” in the 
opening paragraph of this article remember 
that it does not necessarily mean improve- 
ment. Antitoxin therapy is like no other 
form of treatment ever Known before serum 
was employed te treat disease. By it all 
previous systems of treatment are over- 
thrown, and for that reason the word “ rev- 
olution” is used. Antitoxfh medication does 
not improve or reform something which is 


‘absence of atrophy and disability after the oid, but it claims to work an actual revolu- 


tion in the field of the practice of medicine. 
What is meant by the antitoxin treat- 
ment of disease? In a nutshell it is this: 
To cure an tfnfectious disease, inject the 
germ, supposedly its cause, into a horse, and 

in aus time the horse's blood will yield a 
specific substance which will cure a patient 
suffering from the disease caused by the 
germ which has been injected into the horse. 
The watery portion of the horse's blood will 
contain a certain antidote for the poison pro- 


duced by the germ in the patient's body. 


Could anything be simpler? - 


: Boundless Scope for Serums. 
“And,” said the Philadelphia Medical 


Journal in an editorial a number of months 
ago— 

“If serums can be obtained to neutralize 
toxine generated by pathogenic germs, why 
not have serums to counteract the effects of 
Indeed. 


We may, perhaps, have also a serum for the

erate doses it permits of increased expend- 
iture of muscular energy without fatigue, 
and taken continuously it augments the ca- 
pacity for work. 


This antitoxin is obtained from ‘horse’s | 


blood in the usual way. As no causitive mi- 


crobe could be considered he adopted the plan 


of killing fatigued animals after they reached 
the stage of éxhaustion, and extracted from 
their muscles toxic substance. Minute 
quantities of this poison injected into other 
healthy animals was followed by all the signs 
‘denoting physical overexertion. By control 
experiments he found that the injection of 
muscle extract taken from animals which 


were’ not exhausted before being killed did 


not produce the e pathological effect 
when injected into normal animals. Further, 
he discovered that the harmful consequences 
of the injection of the extract of tired muscles 
can be neutralized by nilxing somé antitoxin

That antitoxin serum is uni- 
versally accepted by the medical profession, 
as a whole, at this time as a useful remedy 
is far from being a fact. There are medical

‘times the real value of the tobacco he buys. 
If he would make his own cigarets his smok- 
mg bill would be much less than one-third 
of what it is now.

. Baid a downtown tobacconist, although ad- 
mitting that he did not iong to see the era 
when all smokers would roll their own cig- 
@rets: “There is little doubt that if the 
custom of rolling one’s own cigarets were 
more in vogue there would be a direct sav- 
ing of two-thirds of the amount expended 
for ready made cigarets. The cost of the

cigaret paper—enough for 50 or 100 cigarets 

_~may be had for a nickel. Figuring the 
cost of paper for one cigaret, it will be so 
inconsequential as to amount to nothing. 
Then take the tobacco, Good longcut to- 
bacco can be had for $1 a pound. Of course, 
this ts not the best, but it is much better 
than is contained in the majority of cig- 
arets. 

* Tobacco which can be made into _cig- 
arets may be had as low as 40 cents per 
pound, but I would not recommend it to the 
man of discriminating tastes. Assuming 
that the price paid is $1 a pound, at the rate 
of 820 cigarets to the pound the cost of mak- 
ing them is 1-8 of a cent. This means that 

“when the smoker paye a cent for a cigaret 
he is paying three times as muchas if he 
made them himself. The same ratio of cost 
will hold good even with the tobacco priced 

.a8 high as $3 a pound, for with every little 


improvement in the quality of a cigaret the. 


maker tacks on enough to his price to make 
his profit secure. If a man wishes to prac- 
tice economy and is a cigaret smoker there 
is surely a good field for his endeavors in 
his smoking.

The great bulk of trade in tobacco for. cig- 
arets is In the cheap 5 cent package where 
a package of paper accompanies the tobacco 
free of charge. The man who smokes this 
kind of tobacco in a home made cigaret cer- 
tainly gets his money’s worth. Hecan smoks 
nearly as cheaply as if he used a pipe and 
fifty times as cheap as if he invested his 
money in cigars, even at 5 cents apiece. But 
the better class of cigaret smokers, and it 
is their trade that is valuable, would not 
bother with making their own  cigarets. 
They may be economical in other things, but 
in buying cigarets they are profligates, pay- 
ing without regard to the price.” 

The last part of this tobacconist’s state- 
ments opens up a queer angle to the ques- 
tion. Most men will wail the wail of the 
robbed if they find that they are overcharged 
50 cents on a bottle of champagne or on a 
dinner check. But where such overcharge 
is made-on these articles the ratio is never 
more than one-quarter at a liberal estimate, 
and on cigarets the rate of overcharge Is at 
least one-half... In fashionable ates and 
hotels this rate is much higher, and in many 
of these places the sales of the cigaret de- 


partment is no inconsiderable item when the | 


day’s profits come to be footed up. 

In ‘fact, when a man sits at a table to talk 
and smoke good cigarets he is paying for his 
smoke at the rate of 26 cents an hour. The 
average life of a cigaret after it is lighted 
is about four minutes, This means fifteen 
an hour. When several friends are engaged 


in making smoke clouds out of the same _ 


package of “pipes” every minute of the 
time thus spent — cents, 


Lessens 
The average amount per diem spent by the 
ordinary smoker who buys his cigarets by 
the package.is40 cents, or 70 cents per week. 
The man with a particular taste or unusual 
capacity spends two or three times as much 
as this. In any case, no matter what price 
one pays for cigarets, their total cost can be 
cut down to less than one-third if the smoker 
will make his cigarets. More than this, it is 
declared the total amount of tobacco con- 
sumed will be lessened considerably. The 
effort required to roll the cigarets will cause 
many a man to go without a smnoke when, if 
he had a package of the ready made articles 
in his pocket, he would puff to his heart’s 
content. 


Thus it would seem that not only would a 


the custom of making one’s own cigarets 
effect a saving as to pocket, but the health 
of the smoker would experience considerable 
benefit because of the diminishment in the 
number comsumed. However, there is little 
probability that the men who use good cig- 
arets will take kindly to the “make them 
yourself’ propaganda. To make a cigaret
